WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Germany has declared unrestricted 
submarine warfare.

Again the United ‘States faces severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany, with all its eventual possibilities. Presi- 
dent Wilson’s repeated warnings of “‘a world afire,"”” and Secre- 
tary Lansing’s “verge of war” statement are being realized in 
the capital today with feelings of apprehension and tnisgiving. 

Germany’s action ins the supercrisis of all those that have 
stirred the American Goveranient in two and a half years of 
world war. 

Talk of peace in Europe and means of preserving the peace 
of the world has gone glimmering. President Wilson, incredu- 
lous at first, when the unofficial text of Germany's warning was 
brought to him, at once called for the official document which 
had just been presented to Secretary Lansing by the German am- 
lassador. Mr. Lansing absolutely refused to niake a comment. 
President Wilson began at once a careful study of the document. 

The president has the task of deciding what shail be the 
course of the United States. Three immediate steps appear 
among the possibilities. The United States might solemniy warn 
Germany against a violation of her pledges; it might be decided 
that the German warning is-sufficient notice of an intention to 
disregard those pledges and a sufficient warrant for breaking 
off diplomatic relations; it might be decided to await the results 
of the blockade and determine the course of the United States 
as the actual operations develop. 

On almost every side Germany’s drastic action is interpreted 
ag an open confession of the effectiveness of the British food|.- 
blockade. It is regarded as a determiitation to strike in kind. 
German officials in the United States estimate the he supply on 
the British-isies will last'a month. 

Admittedly, the plan is to carry starvation to ra doors of 
England with swift, staggering strokes,as a fulfilment of Ger- 
many’s announced determination to use every weapon and agen- 
cy at her command to end the war quickly. She counts on the 
operations of an unheard-of number of submarines to deliver

“The British steamer Artist, when

‘European war have had a 
; more tumuluous history than 
Salonica, now a focal point of war 
events with the Entente Allies in 
possession. A condensed yet graphic 
recital of the powers and peoples 
which have held sway over the sea- 
port Is given by H. G. Dwight, who 
says: “Compared to its two great 
neighbors; Athens and Constantin- 
ople, Salonica is relatively a modern 
city. Founded originally as an Ion- 
fan colony, the: place was first knewn 
as Therme or Therma from the Rot 
springs which still exist in that east- 
ern district of the bay. It fell into 
ruins when Datlus overran Seythia 
and Thrace, and Xerxes reassembled 
his forces there preparatory to his 
invasion of Greece. 

“During the great days of the Ma- 
gedonian empire the city played no 
notable role, for Philip and Alexan- 
der the Great, held their court at 
Pelia, The present town was found- 
ed about 215 B. C., by King Kassan- 
der of Macedon; and named after his 
wife Thessalonike, half sister to 
Alexander the Great. The adjoining 
peninsula of Kassandra takes its 
name from the “ing himself, who 
founded another city on its shore. 

“Under the Romans, Salonica grew 
greatly In importance. Made a free 
city, the capital of the surrounding 
region, it becdme the home of many 
Roman colonists, and not a few fam- 
ous names associate themselves with 
the town. Cicero lived there for a 
time in exile. St.Paul was 4n- 
other temporary resident, whose 
epistles to the Thessulontans we stil! 
preserve. : 

“The Emperor Nero d€corated the 
city with a colonade, a few of whose 
battered caryatides were visible. 
there until a few years ago under 
the picturesque name of las encan- 
tadas—the enchanted women. ~ They 
are now In the Louvre. Trajan erect- 
ed a rotunda in honor of the Cabiri, 
for they, with Aphrodite of the 
Baths, were patrons of Pagan Salon- 
ica. Galerius, one of the associates of 
Diocletion in the purple, made Sa- 
lonica his headquarters. Licinjus, 
co-empéror with Constantine the 
Great, died or was put to death there 
in 324 by his successful rival. Theo- 
dosius the Great also lived there in 
380 in order to keep his eyes on the 
Goths. During the Byzantine period 
Salonica became the second city of 


the empire, Its situation made it the 
commercial capital of thg Balkan 
peninsula, and it rivaled antin- 


ople as 2 port of traffic between east- 
ern Europe and Alexandria. But its 
wealth and its comparative remote- 
ness also made it a frequent object of 
attack, Avars, Goths, and Huns‘came 
time and again to {ts gates. The 
Saracens captured and sacked it in 
$04. The Normans descended upon 
it in 1185. 

“And it is not uninteresting to re- 
call that among the most assiduous 
of these redoubtable visitors were 
the Serbs and especially the Bulgars. 
These neighbors owed much to Sa- 
lonica, from whom they took their 
faith, and Incidentally their alpha- 
bet, for it was from Salonica that S. 


to convert and to civilize the hardy 
mountaineers of the Balkans. The 
hardy.mountaineers, however, lost 
no opportunity to take more merch- 
antable loot from Salonica, thouga 
the city itself they never took for 
long, 

“After the conquest of Constantin- 
ople in 1204 by the Franks and 
Venetians of the fourth crusade, Sa- 
lonica fell to the lot of Boniface, 
Marquis of Montferrat, who made it 
the capital of an imaginary kingdom. 
In 1222 King Demetrius, son of Bon- 
iface, was driven out, with his Lom- 
bard nobles, by a Byzantine prince of 
Epirus. The ensuing 200 years were 
the most unhappy in the troubled 
history of the Thessalonians, who 
were fought over and bandied about 


by Greeks, Bulgars, Serbs, Catalans, j 


Venetians, and Turks. 

“The Turks first appeared upon 
the scene in 1280. They did not de-

The Poland Street Refuge shelters 

1,200 refugees. Many aged couples 

are housed there, and there are 


some 750 children in it. The young-| 


er people are able to earn from $8 to 
$15 a week. 
Nearly all of the Antwerp refu- 


gees were diamond cutters, and to 


find jobs for that character of arti- 
san in London during war time was 
impossible. The diamond-cutting 
industry does not flourish so much in 
London now as before the war. To- 
day they are engaged in making 
boots, clothes, and in other kinds of 
work, 

The average cost to house, feed, 
and clothe each one of the 3,500 
refugees per week is $2.50, Those 
who work pay for their board, and, 
if they are able, for their, clothes. 
Whatever deficlency there is tho 
British Government defrays. 

Ip alf three communities the chil- 
dren are given schooling facilities. 
Their progress in learning English «a 
remarkable. Milk depots for the 
youngsters, with sterilizing appar- 
atus, have been Installed at each re- 
fuge. A maternity centre has beea 
established at Lindrick House, Hos- 
pital wards, supervised by physiciaa 
refugees from Antwerp, are malin- 
tained at Poland Street.

Anecdote of South African Soldiers 
Now tn France. 

South African troops—men from 
the mines and farms of the 
country—are now’ serving their first 
winter In the fleld In France and are 
distinguishing themselves with many 
deeds of daring and valor. Some of 
them fought against Britain {in the 
Boer War, and among them there are 
several Americans who had made 
their homes in the African mining 
telds. 

One of tho most thrilling exploits 
of the South Africans was the recent 
act of a young subaltern,. During a 
night operation he became separated 
from his company and found himself 
Inside the German lines, After a time 
he picked up six more men of bis 
company who had become similarly 
detached. When dawn came the little 


group found itself practically sur- 
rounded by Germans, 
The young subaltern found that 


his rifle and those of his comrados 
had become so clogged with mud 
that they wouldn't work, but he 
drew his revolver and as the frat 
German approached he shot him 
dead, A German sergeant who start- 
ed forward was also killed, and as 
daylight came two of the subaltern’s 
companions got their rifles working 
and sycceeded in killing twelve 
members of the surrounding party 
and capturing twenty-two. Forming 
their German prisoners In a ring, the 
South Africans got inside ‘of the 
circle and deliberately marched their 
prisoners over the German first lines 
and all got home safely amid great 
jubilation among their comrades, 
——+__. 


Why Wo Havre Two Eyes. 

Because we have two eyes the 
things we see seem solid and not 
fiat, with the result that we can 
judge thelr distance from us with 
fair correctness. Look through a 
window at a house across the street 
with one eye closed, and then with 
the other eye closed. The bars of the 
window frame will cut across tho 
opposite house in different places. 
The two ficlds seen with , the eyes 
separately, although in the main 
alike, differ. When you look at the 
house with both cyes open the two 
fields seen by the two eyes are com: 
bined, and the house across 
street assumes depth and relief. 

Although we see a house with each 
eye, we seo only one house with both 
eyes. Thia makes the stereoscope 
possible—an instrument so designed 
that the two eyes are made to con- 
verge on a single point and yet to 
see two different pictures. If these 
two pictures represent a chair as it 
would appear to the right and left 
eyes respectively, they are perceived 
as one solid object.—Tit-Bits,

Gas Gangrene Has Caused Many 
Fatalitics in War, 


The discovery of a curious bot 
highly dangerous bacillus, whose de- 
velopment in gunshot wounds is sald 
to be the principal cause of gas gan- 
grene, is announced by Dr. Charles 
Louls Laveran, the Paris ‘sclentist 
and -physicilan. The results of re- 
searches conducted by Dr, Laveran, 
with the assistance of Dr. Weinberg 
and Dr, Seguin of the Institute Pas- 
teur, were first brought to the atten- 
tion of the Academy of Scientists 
and have since been described in de- 
tail In a Parls despatch to the Lan- 
cet of London. : 

This particular death-dealing ba- 
celllus, which is an anarobie microve 
—one which thrives in the dirt of 
wounds but succumbs to the open 
alr—has received from its discoverer 
the name of histolytic bacillus. It is 
asserted that nine bours after a cul- 
ture of the organism is inoculated 
into the thigh of a guinea pig a pro- 
gressive local liquifaction is observ- 
ed, The muscles of the thigh, their 
sheaths and tissues and the skin it- 
self are digested and transformed 
into a blood-stained pulp and there 
remains no more‘of the damaged 
limb than the bare skeleton. The 
animal survives only twenty-four 
hours after mutilation begins, 

Dr. Laveran and his assistants are 
now engaged in preparing a serum 
with which to combat this microbe, 
The announcement at this particular 
time is of peculiar interest because 
of the frightful number of fatalities 
caused by/gas gangrene in the war, 
Up to the’ present the microbe which 
had brought about the gestruction of 
tissues had not been -isolated, though 
its association with gas forming 
germs had been suspected. 

More than a year ago the Lancet 
asserted that, contrary to general 
opinion, this most modern of wars 
was proportionately more costly in 
men than even the notorious Crim- 
ean campaign. When there is delay 
in giving aid the danger of infection 
and the development of life-destroy- 
Ing microbes is of course tremend- 
ously increased. 

Dr, Laverna was among the first 
of the scientists to recognize’ the ne- 
cessity of new methods in combating 
the effects of trench’ fighting and of 
the greatly increased use of shell fre, 
He believed changes In modern war- 
fare demanded changes in scientific 
treatment of wounds, The frst step 
was to determine accurately the real 
causes of gas gangrene and he began 
the exhaustive researches which tave 
resulted in the discovery of the his- 
toyltic bacillus. 

Dr. Laveran has made other con- 
tributions of scientific and medical 
value and is recognized as an au- 
thority by the medical world. Hoe 
was the discoverer of the parasite 
technically known}, as the malarial 
Plasmodium. He was awarded the 
Nobel prize for achievements in the 
medical field in 1907.—Exchange.

‘ Prey of Snakes, 


More than 28,000 people were 


rn killed by snakes and wild animals 


in British India last year. The Gov- 
ernment reports show that 1,923 per- 
sons were slain by tigers and other 
beasts, and 26,385 perished through 
being bitten by reptiles, an increase 
over the previous year of 3,700 
deaths met in this manner. No fig- 
ures are available for the native 
states with their population of some 
90,000,000. During the past five 
years elephants, tigers, and other 
enimals have killed 9,192 people in 
British India, and, of these, tigers 
have claimed. a toll of 3,682. In the 
samo period 116,828 persons have 
died as the result of snake bites, 
Last year tho highest total of deaths 
due to animals in any one province 
was in Bihar and Orissa, whtre 684 
people lost their lives, tigers alone 
accounting for 376. In the United 
Provinces one man-eating tiger in 
the Almora district killed ten per- 
sons out of the provincial total of 
twenty. In order to effect the de- 
striction of is many wild animals 
and snakes as possible, the Govern- 
ment pays bounties, The‘number of 
animals destroyed in 1915) was 25,- 
036, including 1,582 tigers, 6,623 
leopards, 2,775 bears, and 3,191 
wolves, The total number of snakes 
qouiled was 184,663.

Balata, 
which comes from the Guianas, ls 
famous for belting, and even “re- 
claimed rubber,” ‘taken from the 
junk beaps, serves perfectly well for 
flooring and mats, and other articles 
where resiliency is not needed, 

For many years the best rubber 
was that which came from the banks 
of the Amazon. The people of that 
country enjoyed a practical mono- 
poly and determined to keep it. Not 
a rubber seed would they let go out 
of the country under heavy penal- 
ties. But In 1876, by means of gen- 
erous presents hero and there, & 
venturesome Englishman sailed out 
of the Amazon with 70,000 rubber 
seeds, and that was the start of the 
great rubber plantations of Ceylon 
and the Malay Peninsula. It was 29 
years after these seeds left the Ama- 
zon before the first plantation rubber 
was ready for the market, and then 
the total was only 145 tons, That 
was in 1905. Last year it was close 
to 100,000, tons,

plantation product, The first, cured 
in the forest over smoldering palm 
nuts, was smoke-colored, while much 
of the plantation rubber from the 
eastern plantation cured by the 
selentific application of acetic acid, 
was as clear as amber.

In October, the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund expended $930,000. It received | 
$960,000. November showed about; 
the same proportion of receipts to ex- 
‘penditures. In an undertaking of 
such magnitude, it is clear that there 
must be a large margin of safety if 
some month the administrators of the 
Fund are not to’ find that they have 
to curtall the allowances to the sol- 
diers’ families. It is of the utmost 
importance that the revenue be made 
adequate and regular, and that it be 
practically guaranteed. 

The Fund has lately passed the six- 
teen million mark. That is to say, it 
has received that vast amount. But 
this is not being stored up against 
the day of adversity. The demands 
on the Fund keep pace with the rev- 
enues.' For the past three-quarters 
of a year as much has gone out as 
has come in,'so the surplus on hand | 
today stands just where {t did nine | if 
months ago. 

The Fund, therefore, as a matter |} 
of ordinary business precaution, asks 
Ontario to guarantee, early in the |i 
new year, at least the six million dol- 
lars which will be required in 1917 
to meet the claims of the families of 
Ontario soldiers.

Only a few months ago he caused 
excitement by publishing in The Out- 
look a poem entitled “America’s At- 
titude,"* which expressed much the 
same opinion of the stand taken by 
thé United States in the war as Is 
beld in this country, and indeed in 
the majority of the countries outside 
the wealthy republic. It was all the 
more significant because Mr, van 
Dyke was associated with President 
Wilson at Princeton and, holds his 
present honorable position by virtue 
of the president's appointment. 
Henry van Dyke apparently believes 
that a country may be able to keep 
out of the war and yet be worse off 
in every way that vitally matters 
than the peoples who have suffered.

‘LONDON; Feb. 7.—Director-General Chamberlain’s nation- 
al service scheme was inaugurated at a meeting today in Lon- 
‘don. Arthur Henderson, labor leader, and minister without 
portfolio ‘in the British war council, presided, and Premier 
lloyd George and Mr. Chamberlain made addresses. 
Mr. Chamberlain said the recent action of Germany was in- 
terpreted as a sign that she was in a desperate situation, but that 
if the allies were to secure victory and save themselves from the 
misery of another winter's war it would be necessary to supply 
the army with ‘drafts of young physically fit men, who alone 
could stand the terrific strain of modern trench warfare. 
Mr. Chamberlain announced that women would be enrol- 
‘led, that the arrangements would be made to utilize the work of 
the: clergy, and that’ doctors would be mobilized. Ireland, he 
said, would be included in the scheme, but circumstances in 
that country made necessary some modifications. He pointed 
out that volunteers would have to make sacrifices. The first 
thing to do was to start a great publicity campaign. Volunteers 
would be allotted to occupations for which they were best fitted 
by reason of their past expériences, and a- minimum wage of 25 
shillings a week would be fixed. 
Commissioners would be appointed for agriculture and the 
industries, would keep the central office informed as to supply 
and demand. 
“Let nobody suppose,’ Mr. Chamberlain continued, “that 
because Count von Bernstorff has been given his pasports, there 
is nothing else to do. ° Germany intends to starve us out before 
she is starved out. There is only one answer this country can 
make, and that is a blow straight between the eyes, which will 
beat the-enemy down, and bring him to his senses. The na- 
tional service can deal that blow. ~

| Such boys, fresh from our public 
school have gone {n thousands to the 
battlefield. The earth is filled with 
their graves. They have perished in 
great waves. - Each year of war flings 
up a new wave of this beauty and in- 
nocence, and every year the war lasts 
another wave will-rise and follow to 
the shores of death. We have hated 
and envied who have tolerated 
secret diplomacy, who call the enemy 
“Hun” and “Boche,”" who cry at one 
moment, “To Hell with Serbia” and 
at the next drag the great name of 
God into our screaming leading ar- 
ticles, who sit at home saying, “how 
sad it all is," and wondering what 
the Income tax will be for next year. 
We in England, and our likeminded 
Vulgarians in Germany, Reventlow 
and the rest, we middle aged men 
are hurling the youth of Europe into 
the furnace of death to settle our 
quarrels and to get what we have 
coveted. There is nothing so beauti- 
ful-as youth, and I feel that it is 
not insularity which makes me think 
the English to be the finest and most 
beautiful of all. The young, clean- 
souled Englishman, born and bred 
in the country, born of cultured and 
virtuous parents, bred in the noblest 
traditions of our race, how near he 
is at his best, to an angel. His valor 
does not eeem to me a great thing— 
we were all brave at twenty; but his 
chivalry, his chastity, his modesty, 
his tenderness, his silence—how 
heavenly are these thingr 


A Boy Hero. * 


The other day, there died in 
France a boy from Clayesmore 
School, who had been loved by all 
who knew him. He was a boy's hero, 
a mother's hero, and the ‘pride of 
his regiment. He had won the Mill- 
tary Cross and the D.S.O., and he 
died in the flush and rapture of his 
youth. His’ mother's letter to the 
headmaster, which has been printed 
in the school magazine, tells the story 
of his end in language so moving 
and so beautiful that I wish to give 
it to a wider public. This boy was 
in the rifie brigade, and his colonel 
said of him: “‘He was the best com-

A telegram from the War Office 
came to this boy’s home one day, 
telling his parents that he was seri- 
ously wounded, and that they might 
visit him at Abbeville. The father 
was unable to go, but an hour after 
the telegram arrived, the mother and 
another son had started for France. 
They arrived an hour and a half too 
late, and yet not too late, for sych 
a farewell will live in their souls for- 
ever.

TECHNICAL SCHOOLS FOR WOMEN. 


- From Paris comes word that a technical 
school for(women is to be opened svon. Its pur- 
pose is to prepare women for work as trade en- 
gineers. In spite of ability and opportunities in 
the past, women have found it hard to get into 
technical work because all means of training 
were barred to them. 

‘The plan of the Paris school includes clas- 
ses in drawing as applied to trade and in the ap- 
plication of natural ‘scletice to industry. There 
willbe visits to factories and studies in schools 
of design. It is just a beginning, but it is expec- 
ted to produce results within a year. 

Women, have broken into. the technical 
world in this country and abroad, but it has been 
a hard struggle ususally. The individual wom- 
an has had to make her fight alone. Technical 
schools have been even slower to open thelr 
doors to her. than other institutions.

If; women are to do technical 
work they ought to be able to get adequate 
training for it! If there 1s room -for them in the

His home is open to bundreds of 
criminals, who bave done the right- 
about-face toward the light under 
his direction. So far this year he 
has placed five hundred and sixty 
criminals in positions of usefulness 
and even of trust. His ten children, 
all of whom are succeeding beyond 
the average, were brought up with 
convicts as companions, and under 
the same roof with men and women 
of all classes of crime, from murder- 
ers, bighway robbers. and incend/ar- 
les to gamblers, prostitutes and va- 
grants. They are all one family to- 
gether and they live in peace.- 

Many of his friends have never 
entered a prieon, for this man has 
made such a place for himself in the 
system of justice that certain classes 
of first offenders are handed over to 
him, instead of beinx sent to jall. He 
isenot connected with the govern- 
ment, nor will be co-operate with 
other prison reformers in Japan, for 
their association accepted $457,500 
from a shipping firm whigh had re- 
ceived a bribe in the natal scandal 
of a few years ago, and he will not 
do God's work with “tainted money.”

Aegean. Had this programme been 
fulfilled the Turks might have taken 
the ‘field just about the time at 
which they did ultimately appear in 
arms, but it would have been jn a 
despairing attempt to save Constan- 
tinople, and the Dafdanelles from 
their present allies. Bulgaria was 
certainly in the plot, probably the 
Greek court as well, and Roumania 
must have been thrown into the 
hands of the Germanic confedera- 
tion.” If these were the objects of 
the war, which of them has been at- 
tained? That they beve not been all 
accomplished is due, the writet 
thinks, to some miracles, and first of 
all to the heroism of  Selgium. 
“Liege,” he writes, “may its name 
and that of its heroic defender, Gen. 
Liman, remain forever imperishable 
—halted the Kaiser's hordes for ten 
days, days «f incalculable value to 
the Allies. That breathing space, 
short though it was, epabled France 
to mobilize ,with some degree of 
completencssyand England had time 
‘to gather and throw across the sea 
that wonder’ul little army, which 
will ever be known -in ‘history as 
“The Firat Hundred Thousand.” 

Nexer, he says, was such an ex- 
peditionary force sent out before by 
any nation.

Those picked men of Brit- 
aln‘are dead, but nobly they served 
thelr purpose during the retreat 
from Mons and up to the hour when 
the German millions were compelled 
to dig themselves‘in if.they would 
maintain their grip on the fair lands 
tney had ravished. And from that 

yday to this there has been little real 
change in the military situation.” 
The novelist says there is a-gencral 
belief among military experts that 
the war will be decided along tbe 
400 miles of Western front. Experi- 
enced soldiers pyy little attention to 
the ebb and flow of battle In the cast 
or among the Balkans, for natural 
conditions will forbid the Central 
Powers in securing any vital decision 
there. Not only Is the final battle 
expected to take place on the West- 
ern front; the British people and the 
British armies are resolved that the 
last great battle of the War shall be 
fought and won}there. 

There is, racy says, a. common- 
sense‘ way Of Jooking at the war. if 
Germany could not deliver a knock- 
out blow In unequal combat with an 
untrained and unready antagonist, 
why should it not be a quite natural 
thing to expect that the same antas- 
onist, far stronger, fully trained, 

_and supplied with every requisite for 
prosecuting successful war, should 
bring her to the ground? The past 
two years, as far as the Allies are 


concerned, ‘have been devoted to- 


training, to gathering thei energies 
together, to polsing themselves, as It 
were, for the final punch." Knowing 
what was coming it was natural, it 
was Indeed Inevitable, that Germany 
should make peace gestures. Know- 
ing: what is coming it is equally in- 
evitable that the Allles should be

short shrift if they did not please the 
Northcliffe press.“ Northeljffe is un- 
doubtedly the greatest single force” 
in the British Empire to-day, and if 
the British Empire as we belleve ts 
the greatest of the forces engaged 
in this war, admirers of Totstol will 
have enough evidence to declare that 
his prophecy has already come true, 
and that the central figure ofthe 
world to-day Is a Journalist. Without 
the help of Northcliffe it Is doubtNl 
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LORD NORTHCLIFFE, 
if Lloyd George could have been 
made Premier, and yet it was not 
Northcliffe, but the voice of Eng- 
Jand speaking through hin: that com- 
manded the downfall of Asquith and 
the uplifting of the little Welshman. 

Lord Northcliffe Is yet. In early 
middle age, and his career would 
seem more typically American than 
English to those who bellfeve that it 
is easier to rise to the top on this 
continent than in the British ‘sles. 
The son of a Dublin barrister, Alfred 
Harmsworth went to London when a 
young man and entered newspaper 
work. He cither started or bought 
out a trifling ‘ittle weekly sheet call- 
ed Answers, and by offering large 
prizes for lucky numbers, guesses, 
or other hazards, and by mortgaging 
everything he bzd to advertise his 
lotteries he attracted attention all 
over England, and in an incredibly 
short time made a fortunt. Morally 
what Harmsworth did may have 
been no more justifiable than what 
M. Blanc did at Monte Carlo. A 
man would buy a paper for a penny 
or tuppence-ha’-pepny and if he 
were lucky he might win £1,000. 
Harmsworth's odds were generous; 
the English were and are a sporting 
people. In token of their approval 
of Mr. Harmsworth’s enterprise they 
made him a millionaire, 

To have 
out of Answrs would argue no more 
than that a man had a bright idea 
one day and had enough confidence 
in his judgment to risk everything 
he had upon the venture. A great 
many millionaires have nothing more 
wonderful than that bebfnd them. 
Lord Northcliffe has. He took the 
money he made out of Answers and 
invested it-in other newspapers and 
magazines, He is supposed to have 
made them all pay. Certainly he 
ran the circulation of The London 
Daily Mail, which he acquired in the 
course of his career, up to figures. 
néver before approached by English 
newspapers. Finally he bought The 
Times, the ‘world’s greatest and most 
influential nowspaper. It was as 
though he had bought Westminster 
Abbey. The British people “were 
agbast that this hustling, enterpris- 
ing, advertising Irishman should 
have become possessed of what was 
really a national institution. -They 
expected, in effect) to see a cabaret 
show put on in the Abbey. They 
were disappointed. Northcliffe did 
not aim to make anéther Mail out of 
The Times. It has remained The 
Times ever since, and is to-day as 
great-an institution as ever {t was,

If that is 
so the Germans are again mistaken as they will 
find out if an overt act is committed, and not 
only that, but the-Germans will find the rank 
and file of that country standing strongly and 
squarely back of the President. Americans are 
not anxious to fight, but they can fight and will 
fight if the President calls upon them to fight.

A similar effect may be pro- 
duced by apy person if on a frosty 
morning the breatb-is suddenly blown 
from, the mouth.

through the mouth {fsx probably more 
widely believed than atiy other popular 
misconception. As a matter of fact, 
such a performance would be Impossl. 
ble, because a whale’s nostrils do not 
open Into the back of the mouth, as do 
those of a man, sid the animal fs not 
able to “breatbe through its mouth,” as 
can ‘ordinary, iand mammals. — Roy

Schoenbrunn {s a’ splendid eXample of 
imperial residence “modeled on the 
standard of the great palace at Ver 
aailles. One of the striking pecullari 
ties of this home of Austria's royal 
family, howover, ts that instead of 
crowning an eminence It is built on low 
ground, while the magnificent park of 
nearly 500 acres occupies the bigh 
ground. rising gradually from the pat 
ace doors until it terminates on ¢ bil! 
adorned with a Leautifal colonnade 
called: the Gloriette, 

“Three important erents of the Na- 
poleonic era were staged in the im 
perial apartments of Schoenbrunn. The 
first was the treaty of 1805, signed bere 
by Napoleon and Haugwits, the latter 
acting for the king of Prussia. By this 
document Napoleon Inflicted a humillat- 
ing diplomatic defeat on the Prussian 
statesman, who agreed to surrender 
Cleves, Ansbach and Neuchatel to 
France in exchange for Hanover, 
whereas be had come to see the em- 
peror for the express purpose of delir- 
ering an ultimatum demanding the 
return of Hanover. In the same year 
(Dec. 27) Napoleon, issued the procla- 
mation of Schoenbrunn, in which the 
Bourbon dynasty in Naples was declar- 
ed at an end. 

“Four years after Haugwitz's bumlll- 
ation a second treaty of Schoenbrunn 
was signed, the principals this time ! 
being Napoleon and Francis 1, the ‘ 
Austrian emperor, who less than a year 
later was to become the father-in-law 
of the ‘upxtart Corsican.’ 

“On this occasion the emperor of the 
Freuch azalon drove a bard bargalp, 
but this time his gutaxoulst bad no 
alternative, for the Auxtrian army bad 
just sustained the crushing defeat at 
Wagram. The vanquished nation was 
forced to gite up Salzburg, a portion 
of upper Austfla and exteusire terri- 
tury in Carinthia, Carniola, Croatia and 
along the Adriatle seaboard. In addi 
tion, Francis was compelled to relin- 
quish that share of the booty which 
had fallen to Austria in the third dls- 
memberment of Potand (1795). 

“One of the most pathetic scenes ever 
witnessed within the walis of this 
palace erected by Marla Theresa was 
the final bour In the Ufe ef the un- 
happy Duc de Relchstailt, son of Na- 
Deleon and the Austrian archduchexs 
Marie Loulse. The ‘Eazlet,’ as be was 
called, was just twenty-one when he 
dled of tuberculosis in 2 room once 
occupled by his Illustrious father on 
one of the occasions when he held 
Schoenbrnnon as his military headquar-

Stricken With an illness which kept 
him to his home during the most of 
the winter, Arthur Meachem Chap- 
ynan, clerk of the County of Hastings 
passed away ch Monday afternoon at 
his residence 176 Charles street at 
the early age of 46 years.

| CHAMPION TREE FELLERS. 


, Beavers Are More Expert Than the 
' Best Lumberjacks, 

The most expert lumberjack is’ in- 
ferior to the beaver as a tree feller. 
He cuts down trees in the most seien- 
tile way. He can fell n tree so it will 
fall toward the pond where he wishes 
to construct bis home, tuus saving 
himself unnecessary work. 

After the trees are felled the con- 
struction work begins. He works 
chiefly by night, for be fs 2 nocturnal 
prowler, ‘The moon fs bis lantern, the 
quiet of the night his inspiration, tis 
sharp teeth are his hatchet and chisel, 
and his little paws are his means of 
conveyance, his. spade, his hammer 
and bis trowel. His bard, flat bairless 
and. scaly tall is a propeller when 
swimming and a balance when he Is 
cutting timber, for he stands on his 
hin legs while gnawing down trees. 

The beaver js a: strict vegetarian, 
and his dict consists chiefly of barks, 
tender shoots and wator plants. 

To flood low gm@unis the beavers 
| sometimes bave to build a dam ex- 
‘ceeding fifty fect in length. ‘They 

usually lay it out with the curve fac- 

ing upstream, The foundation is built 
of poles four or five fect long by an 
| inch or two thick, These they lay 
| crosswise, filling all crevices with mud. 

The beaver digs up mud with bis 
| fore fect, then holds It close to his 
breast with his fore legs, swims to 
| where he has started his dam, and 

having deposited it in its proper place 
beats the mud down with his paws— 
oot with bis tail, as has been believed.

Huns' Crucl Announcement 
Terse British Reply, 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—The Forcign 
Office bas Issued 2 statement show- 
ing that just before the rupture of 
diplomatic relations between Ger- 
many and the United States, Ger- 
many through an American channel, 
notified Great Britain that she would 
no longer permit, as heretofore, the 
transportation of British and Ger- 
man incapacitated war prisoners on 
hospital ships to ayd from Holland, 
such method of transportation being 
“no longer considered safe, owing to 
changes whch have ocenrred.” It 
was added*that henceforth transpor-

tation would only be permitted 
by Dutch paddle-wheel 
steamships, which guaranteed safo 


conduct from the German side, or by’ 
hospital ships to Southern France, 
outside the prohibited maritime zone, 
and thence to Switzerland. 

Thé German notification further 
announced that the transport of 
severely wounded English was tem- 
porarily suspended until Great Brit- 
ain replied to this note.

This Pest 1s Threatening Next Year's 
Crops. 





Jodgtng from the numerous cout 'day and ready to’ cry when night 


plaints being received, it seems evident 

that chinch bugs are threatening next 

year’s crops. gis 
They seem to be most abundant in 


the central part of Missouri Througt-. 


out most of the corn and wheat belts 


bugs to cause severe outbreaks next 
year if weather conditions should be 
especially favorable for’them. A dry 
fall and mild winter, with little snow 
and.rain, followed by a dry spring and 
summer, are the conditions which will 
favor the pest. 2 

Bince It is not possible to know what 
the coming winter and spring may have 
in store in the way of favorable or 
unfavorable weather erery farmer 
should do everything possible to reduce 
the chance of chinch bug injuries next 
summer by getting rid of favorable 
winter quarters. Chinch bugs winter 
in dry, protected places—meadows, 
pastures and waste land, in woods, 


neglected fence rows and similar | 


places. Very few winter in cornfields 
or in wheatficlds. After killing frosts 
have come sclect a dry day, when 
there fs not too much wind, and burn 
over fields, woods and other favorable 
winter quarters: The beat will kill 
many of the bugs and expose the rest 
to.the winter and to natural enemies. 
This pest can be fought successfully 
only twice during the year—name- 
ly, while clustered in winter quarters 


and while migrating from wheat to- 


corn in the summer.—Missouri Station. 





Sanitary Hoghouses. 

Though the character usually ascrib- 
ed to swine ig one which gives Uttle 
or no consideration to cleanliness, still 
the hog is an animal which will re 
spond very quickly Indeed to clean 
surroundings. The building should be 
so built that its construction will per- 
mit of cleaning and thorough disin- 
fecting. This means smooth walls and 
foors, for if crevices exist they are 
only harbors for dirt and vermin. On 
account of the anatomical construction 
of the hog its breathing. eating and 
drinking are done close to the ground 
and close to a thousand sources of in- 
fection. This makes it all the more 
necessary that its living quarters be 
cleancd as often and-fs thoroughly as 
possible.—K. Ekblow, Dlinois Station.

A Coop For Sitting Hens.

Fowls are to be reckoned at an 
average weight of 8-10ths of a 
pound, and young cocks up to six 
months at half this weight. Pigeons 
are sold without tickets.

The Kalser the Beast." 

In Moscow the prophets have been 
busy with the fate of the Kaiser, 
They quote Revelation xiii, 5, which 
deals with the beast with seven 
heads and ten horns which rose from 
the depths ofthe sea: 

“There was given unto him a 
mouth speaking great things and 
biasphemles, and power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two 
months," 

Another quotation {is from Revela- 
tion, xill,, 18: 

“Let-hm that hath understanding 
count the number of the beast, for it 
is the number of a man and his num- 
ber is 666." 

Taking the lunar month, which 
consists of 28 days, and multiplying 
this figure by 42, we get the number 
1,176. Dividing this by thirty, the 
number of days in the calendar 
month, the resulting figure of 39— 
or three years, three months, and 
six days. This period is believed to 
represent the time to be covered by 
the war which will thus end, accord- 
ing to the Moscow prophets, on 6 
November, 1917, 

The year of Wilhelm’s birth is 
1859, and the number of days in the 
perfod quoted above (three years 
three months and six days) is 1,193, 
Deducting 1,193 from the year on 
the birth of Wilhelm the result is 
666—the number of the beast.

The bazaars are rich and rare, 
and in the shadow of the covered 
streets—there are fifty of them—the 
lustrous silks and carpets, and pots 
and slippers, in the shops each side 
of the way, have an extraordinary 


sitting patiently, not asking you to 
buy, staring at the heaps of metallics, 
silver-bits and notes resting on the 
Uttle tabourets in front of them, be- 
long to an age which I thought was 
only to be found in books. What 
a wealthy city it ist “It offers more 
silks and carpets for sale than Lon- 
don or Paris; it is an endless ware- 
house of covetable goods. 

“What strikes you at Jerusalem or 
Constantinople is the abundapep of 
English goods for sale, but here at 
Bokhara there is a strange absence 
of western commodities, | Formerly 
the English sent all sorts of manu- 
factures by the caravan road from 
India, but since the Russians ringed 
round their customs System, the com- 
mercial influence of England has 
waned, Western 004s come via 
Russia, What European articles 
there are come from Germany or 
Scandinavia. For the rest, as in other 
eastern citi¢s, the street arabs hawk 
churck-cakes and lepeshki; men in 
white sit at coracrs selling, in this 
tase, Lokbarese delight, brown 
twists of toffee, old-fashioned sugar 
candy which in piles looks ‘like so 
much rock crystal.” 





Bermuda NoustBuilding, 
“When a native of Bermuda de- 
cides that he wants tu bulld a house, 
he gocs to some quarry where the 
soft, rich, creamy coral anndstone 
has been stripped of its thin earth 
covering, uod begins sawing. He, or 
some one employed by him, with a 
long, coarse-toothed saw, cuts out 
blocks of stone measuring about two 
feet long, one foot wide, and a&ix In- 
ches thick. As soon as he has quar- | 
ried enough of these blocks, he al- 
lows them to stand in the open air 
for a few weeks to harden, for when 
first cut they are as full of holes as 
a Swiss cheese, and almost as soft, 
The hardening period over, tho 
blocks are placed one on top of an- 
other to form the walls, ang one be- 
side another on a supporting frame- | 
work, overlapping a little at their 
ahd oe and lower edges, to make the 
roof. 

“When the bullding has been 
erected, the Bermudian covers a 
outside walls and roof with a thick 
coat of whitewash, which hides all | 
the cracks and Joints and holes in the | 
stone and gives the house a smooth, 
beautiful finish which fs very pleas- 
ant to the eyp and just as pleasant 
to the sense of touch. Even the big 
chimneys, the porches, and the fences 
are built of the same stone,

important office, for. {the rain that 
falls upon them, as it! ns off, is 
caught and led into cisterns. © It is 
easy to understand how important 
this is when one learns that there 
Sre Do streams or wells in Bermuda, 
and that the islanders are thus en- 
tirely dependent on these cisterns for 
thelr water-supply.”—Joseph Lauren 
In The January St. Nicholas.

China and Her Troubles. 


China’s troubles .are not ™ con- 
fined to the financial. In the latter 
things are looking better. She will, 
it would seem, get a good deal of the 
money she needs ina short time, 
since so many powers are anxious to 
advance funds to her. According to 
Chinese newspaper reports, the’ mu- 
tiny at Chowchun, in Shantung, ap- 
pears to have been somewhat serious, 
It is stated that seven hundred sol- 
diers revolted and, taking thelr arms 
and ammunition and also several ma- 
chine guns, attempted’ to raid the 
surrounding districts, where the peo- 
ple are panic-stricken. Government 
forces were despatched to suppress 
the mutineers and various garrisons 
were instructed to assist.” Several 
encounters occurred, but, owlng to 
their good equipment, the mutineers 
have escaped.

It appears that the Birches suspected” 
what was going on, and sought to 
get rid of her. Then she wrote the 
following:

Success 1s claimed in Germany 
and Austria for the project to sub- 
| stitute the fibre of the stinging nettle 
jfor cotton in the production of 
cloth” Dr. Richter of Vienna, who 
was responsible for the efforts to 
ntilfze this fibre, stated that all the 
conditions for profitable production 
{have been found, and that Germany 
+and Austria, by means of a methodi- 
eal cultivation of the nettle,. could 
;make themselves entirely ;indepen- 
dent of the cotton producers. ‘Three 
conditichs, he sald, are necessary for 
the successful cultivation of the net- 
tle—suflicient moisture, shade, and 
{enough nitrates in the soil. These 
tconditions exist in the river valleys 
, and deciduous forests of Austria and 
Hungary. .Nor is there any necessity 
; for the use of fertilizer, an import- 
ant matter when the profitableness 
of the undertaking is .considered. 
There is sald to be 10,000,000 acres 
,in the Niederwald in. Austria sult- 
able for the cultivation of the nettle. 
Samples of cloth nnede. from nettlo 
fibre show that durable fabrics can 
be made from it without the admix- 
ture of other textile yarns,

It occasionally happens that cars get 
stuck, and they are freed by shovel- 
ling away the sand and laying down 
short lengths of planks beneath the 
ewheels. Planks an@ stout ropes for 
towing form part of each car’s 
equipment. The light cars are most- 
ly of American make. They, too, 
have done well, but the wear and 
tear is infinitely greater than in Brit- 
ish cars, and as one machine wears 
out the best parts are transferred to 
motors beginning to show signs of 
failure. 


Marriages in France. 

The French marriag» system seems 
to’ be changing under tho stress of 
war. Matings used to be arranged 
by the parents ‘of the marrying 
parties, and a prenuptial contract, 
dealing with dowries, division of In- 
come, and other financial considera- 
tions was an invariable part-of the 
matter. Now, this contract is being 
omitted, dowries are disregarded, the 
young folks are making their own 
matches and the number ‘of mar- 
riages is increasing very rapidly. 

It isa forward step which all 
Anglo Saxons will approve, yet for a 
time it may bring trouble. In most 
ways, the old system worked fairly 
well. Domestic life is as happy in 
France as elsewhere, divorces are 
few, and the-prenuptial contract has 
been a great factor in the financial 
and social emancipation of French- 
women. On the other hand, this plan 
kept millions of people single who 
should have married, it has tended 
to exalt thrift and caution above en- 
terprise, and is’ believed by many to 
be responsible for the low: birthrate 
which left France so inferior in num- 
bers to her great enemy.

“The coal question has become a 
very serious one and our coal con- 
sumption {s steadily mounting ow- 
ing In part to the inferior grade of 
coal and in part to a larger quantity 
of water which we are pumping. 

“By having such a plant as sug- 
gested, we can operate with ~—two 
men on 12 hour shifts as there will 
be no firing or heavy work entailed 
and a plant of this description re- 
quires a minimum amount of atten- 
tion."

What will be the relation of the French 
people to the church after the war has been 
much discussed, hut the decisions reached are 
hardly in accord. The religious split in France 
and Belgium has been between Roman Catho- 
lics and freethinkers, for French and Belgian 
Protestants are not a large factor in the relig- 
ious life of those countries.

| Storing Late Vanbage. 

Late cabbage can be stored in the 
field and kept in very good condition if 
care is taken to keep the water away 
from it, says the American Agricultur- 
ist A trench three and one-half to 
four feet In width ts dug in a well 
drained location In the field where the 
cabbage is grown. It is dug to a depth 
of about ten or twelve inches, the dirt 
being thrown out on either side, The 
cabbages are pulled up by the roots. 
The loose outside leaves are carefully 
wrapped about the beads, each in turn 
being placed In the trench, roots up. 
Three rows are jaid in the bottom of 
the trench with the cabbages as close 
together as possible. A second ther of 
two rows is placed In the same manner 
between the rows of roots of the bot- 
tom tier. As fast as the cabbages are 
harvested the trench is extended across 
the Geld. 

All is covered over with dirt, the top 
of the heap being ridged to ald in turn- 
ing water. For a long period of storage 
horse manure to a depth of six or elght 
inches fs put on over the clay at about 
freezing up time. A sinall drain ditch 
is usually dug about a foot out on each 
side to help In keeping water out of the 
pit.

German Losses Last Month. 


LONDON, Feb. 20.—Casualties in 
the German'army, exclusive of colon- 
ial troops, reported in the German 
casualty lists in the moath of Janu- 
ady, 1917, totalled 77,534 officers 
and men killed, wounded, prisoners, 
or missing. The totals compiled from 
the Mst follow: Killed and died, 15,- 
906; prisoners, 1,645; missing, 11,- 
$74; wounded, 48,109; total, 77,534. 

These casualties bring the total 
of Germans killed and those who 
died of wounds or sickness to 988,- 
329, and the total casualties since the 
war began to 4,087,692. 


Canada Develops Trade With Cuba. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 20.—During the 
five months ending January 30 Can- 
ada shipped to Cubs 250,000 sacks 
and barrels of potatoes which were 
sold for $1,400,000.

| MAJ.-GEN. FUNSTON DEAD. 


Commanded American Troops Along 

the Mexican Border 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Feb. 20.— 
Major-General Frederick Funston, 
commander of the American forces 
on,the Mexican border, collapsed in 
an hotel here Monday night and ex- 
Pired in a short time. g 

Physicians, who were hurriedly 
summoned, gavo the cause of death 
as acute indigestion. Gen. Funston 
had just finished dinner and was 
playing with a little child when 
stricken, 

Gen. Funston was 51 years of age, 
was born in Kansas and began life 
as a newspaper man. When the re- 
bellion in Cuba began, Funston join- 
ed the Cuban army and commanded 
General Gomez's artillery with re- 
markable results. After engaging 
in 23 battles and being wounded 
three times, he resigned his com- 
mand because filty guerillas who had 
alded the Spaniards were executed 

against his wishes. 

While a colonel in 2 Kansas volun- 
teer regiment In the Philippine war, 
Funston performed feats of bravery 
that brought him the title of briga- 
dier general. His capture of Aguin- 
aldo, and his fording the Rio Grande 
River at Columpit, under fire, featur- 
ed his work. When the Philippine 
volunteers were mustered out Fun- 
ston retained his rank in the regular 
army, and when placed in command 
of the troops at Vera Crur, in 1914, 
he was raised to the rank of major- 
general. 








| Economy in India. 

LONDON, Feb, 20,—A special de- 
spatch from Delhi says: 

It is anticipated that the opera- 
tions of the new department formed 
under Sir Thomas Holland, the great 
authority on Indian industry, to mo- 
bilize the industrial and natioral re- 
sources of India, will greatly in- 
creaso the present output of muni- 
tlons and war equipment, 

Gifts from Indian princes and 
communities continue to flow in a 
generous stream. The Maharaja of 
Bikinar has raised threo extra com- 
panies of camel corps, 

The Government has intimated 
that the export of foodstuff, except 
essential commoditics, “from the 
United Kingdom to India, will short- 
ly be probibited. Railway services 
in India have been greatly curtailed 
im order to save coat and the wearing 
of rolling stock. Economies are be- 
ing practised by the State, by the 
Viceroy, and by all private individ- 
uals, ‘Indeed, the absence of extra- 
vagance in domestic Hfe is becom- 
ing a marked feature in India.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 20.— Lord 
Marmaduke Furness, Earl of Grant-

~ Canvassers for the Patriotic Fund report 
many refusals from young men who are earn- 
ing good wages and are well able to pay. We 
would suggest that these young men be given 
“an opfortunity to pay via the poli-tax route. 

It is permissible for municipal councils to 
levy a special poll-tax on adult males, resident 
in the municipality, who are not otherwise as- 
sessed as property-holders,-of not less than one 
dollar each, nor more than five dollars. _ 

By placing the limit at the maximum amount 
‘of five dollars it is estimated that-from three 
thousand to ‘four thousand dollars could be 
raiged in Belleville this year. Such an amount 
would make a handsome htribution to the 
Patriotic Fund and help to lighten the burden 
on the regular taxpayer. : 

Many of these young men frequently spend 
more than five dollars in a single evening mak- 
ing the round of pool-rooms, Chinese restaur- 
ants and dancing halls. They therefore would 
have small objection to the taking of one even- 
ing off for the good of the cause. 

We trust the city council, at its next ses- 
sion, will put the necessary machinery in oper- 
ation for the imposition and collection of this 
tax. Those.who are not privileged to go to the 
front and fight should at least be granted the 
privilege to pay. ~ 



















































PROHIBITION IN PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 


The pro-whiskey press of Ontario, not sat- 
isfied with its efforts to destroy prohibition by 
becoming the solicitors, selling and advertising 
agents for the dive-keepers and boozarums of 


Montreal and Hull, is also engaged in another: 
campaign to discredit prohibition elsewhere by 
misrepresentation of facts. ; 

Some weeks ago a juror was discovered in 
court in a state of intoxication in the City of 
Charlottetown. This momentous occurrence 
bas beén heralded forth as conclusive evidence 
that prohibition on the island is a failure. 

What are the facts? They are clearly set 
forth in the course of a very fair and impartial 

summing up of the case by The Charlottetown 
“Patriot.” In the course of its very able re- 
sume of conditions, The Patriot says,— 

“No one can deny and no one will at- 
tempt to dispute the fact that the introduc- 
tion of prohibition into Prince Edward Is- 
land was a most commendable move and one 
that has made for increased moral and ma- 
terial well being of ‘our people. Colymns 
could be written in proof of this. Our streets 
are more orderly; more business is being 
done in grocery and drygoods and other 
stores; our homes are more comfortable and 
tidy, and the children are better clothed and 
fed; the jails are comparatively empty; the 
Police Force-has been lessened and drunken- 

_ ness is nothing as compared with what it was 
in the days of license and free rum. 

“True, there is still much to be done; 
there is greater laxity in the enforcement of 
the Jaw than obtained a few years ago. Li- 
quor dealers are getting bolder and bolder; 
and in spite of the efforts of the Temperance 
Alliance and other. representative bodies, it 
seems impossible to get the Government and 
those responsible for the proper carrying out 
of the law to act promptly and vigorously.”

General Rawlinson bagan his army 
career in the King's Royal Rifles in 
1884, afterwards exchanging into the 
Coldstream Guards. His first job in 
the present war was in connection 
with the evacuation of Antwerp, 
when Lord Kitchener sent him out 


to take cOmmand of the force de- 
tailed to cover the retirement of the 
Belgian army from that city. 

Later: he fought under French at 
Ypres, and he commanded the Fourth 
Army Corps at the stubborn but in- 
decisive battle of Neuve Chapelle. 

General Sir Hubert de Ia Poer 
Gough, K.C.B., to give him his full 
mame and title, is one of the “Fight- 
ing Goughs” of Wiltshire, a family 
that has bred soldiers for the Empire 
for many generations, 

His father, Sir\ Charies Gough, 
gained his V. C. during the Indian 
Mutiny for saving the life of his own 
brother, also a V. C. man, and Sir 
Hubert’s younger brother, Colonel 
Jobn Gough, won bis in Somaliland 
some years back. This constitutes a 
record. No other family can claim 
that three of its members have beer 
recipients of this coveted-order, 

Born forty-five years ago, General 
Gough was gazetted from Sandhurnt, 
to the 16th Lancers In 1889, He first 
Saw active service In the Tirah cam 
paign eight years Jater, earning a 
medal and two clasps. 

In tho South African War he was 
in the thick of the fighting outside 
Ladysmith, where ho wus severely 
Ho was awarded for his 
services out there the Queen's medal 
with five clasps, and the King’s 
medal with two clasps, representing 
in all seven gencral engagements. 
He was also givon a step up in 
rank, which had the effect of making 
him, at thirty-seven, the youngest 
colonel in the Beilish army.

it surrounded by aliens in 


race and widely different phychologi- 


cal traits. Their descent, according 
to their claims and the implications 
of their name, is from the ancient 
Romans, Their folk-lore, as is 
shown by a writer in L’Opinion 
(Paris), differs widély.from: that of 
snelghboring peoples like the Servians 
and the Greeks. The legends of Rou- 
mania have, 50 w6 are told, been 
lately collected by Demetrius Theo- 
doresco from the lips of an old Jaou- 
tar, Petrea Cretzoul Cholcan, whom 
he met by chance. This man, the 
son of slaves of Bralla, was utterly 
ignorant of the art of writing, but he 
was gifted with a prodigious memory 
richly stored with the songs and the 
tales of both town and countryside. 
Theodoresco took pains to cultivate 
the friendship of the ancient min- 
atrel, not an easy task, since his 
origin made him suépicious of trick- 
ery. “When Theodoresco finally 
Proposed to him that he should visit 
him at Bucharest, he debated long 
before accepting the Invitation, A 
vague fear that he would be put in 
jail for crimes which he had not com- 
mitted made him hesitate until the 
moment of departure... Finally, he 
decided and came to the Roumanian 
capital, where he was comfortably 
lodged and served with’ excellent 
food and drink. Cholcan’s fears 
were definitely dissipated in this 
hospitable atmosphere. He felt happy 
and began to love his host, Nothing 
then prevented him from singing 
! what he pleased, since he found him- 
‘self in tho widst of friends. After 
his repasts, ke a rhapsodist of the 
‘Iliad,’ he recited poems or chanted 
old airs.” 

When this happy state of affairs 
had been reached, bis host profited 
by it to make a collection of more 
than fifty thousand verses, which in 


disappeared, according to Mr. Leo 
Claretie in a newly published work, 
; entitled, ‘‘Contemporary Intellectual 
Roumania."  Theodoresco’s collec- 
tions includes “‘Colindes” (songs of 
Christmas and New Year), ‘“Cantice 
Cetranesci” (ballads), ‘Doina,” 
“Horas” (songs to accompany 
dances), “‘Bethlehems” (mystéries-of 
the Nativity, played by marionettes), 
and funeral Incantations. We read: 

“It Is the register of the Rouman- 
fan soul. Its joys, {ts sorrows, its 
hatreds, its aspirations, its herole 
impulses—all are captured forever In 
this great ancestral book.’ 

The writer ther quotes the follow- 
ing charming extracts: 

“One time there happened what 
had never happened before and will 
emever happen again. There was a 
young girl in a village of the moun- 
tain who was stopped by the flowers 
as she passed them; and tke flowers 
sald to her: ‘Stay with us, O Sister,’ 
And in the morning the sun said to 
ber, ‘Give me thy tresses that I may 
mingle them with my own, and when 
I spread them over forest and plain, 
none shall be able to distinguish bo- 
tween my tresses and thy tresses.’ 
And the river eald to her: © ‘Cross 
my waters, and the very stones shall 
not be able to tell the lightness of 
thy feet from the lightness of my 
waters!’ 

“But the maiden listed not to the 
flowers, nor to the sun, nor to the 
river with {ts stones and its waters. 
She would not dance with the stars, 
nor mingle her locks with the tresses 
of the sun, nor dip her bare feet in 
the river that called to her. - 

“The young girl desired only love. 
“It Is love that I want,’ she cried. ‘I 
wish for love. . . If thou wilt wed 
me I /yill give thee my Nps. Art 
thou come, thou, whom destiny has 
pledged me? Come to my arms— 
come, that I may give thee the honey 
of my mouth.'” ry 

Tho writer here calls attention to 
the marked difference between the 
Roumanian folk-lore and that of 
Serbia or Greece in. this primitive 
Uterature of love. 

“Desire, the cult of the voluptu- 
ous, is the dominant theme of the 
love-poetry of the Roumanians, In 
Greece or in Serbia, contrary to the 
current projudice, love is above all 
@ matter of the imagination. Among 
the Moldos-Valaques it, is the thrills 
of the body: This sentiment of de- 
sire is very simple,cven chaste, and 
hardly to be called indelicate. Lis- 
ten to this plaint of the forsaken 
laoutar: ‘When she departed, leav- 
ing me alone in the arden, I plant- 
ed the seed of a flower in the print 
of her foot; I wutered it with my 
tears, and it blossomed. But her 
hand never plucked it. The forget- 
me-not is withered, I have cast it 
upon the road; thus, doubtless, has 
she torn from her ueart the memory 
of me,’ ”’ 

This remarkable collection {s said 
to be as rich in the poetry of hero- 


{em as in that of love. Particularly 
numerous are the songs of hatred 
Sgainst the oppressor. In the pre- 


sent state of hostility they have a 
startlingly modern note: Witness

Return 
to thine own land to gobble fat and 
ruo by thy walls with garlic to keep 
of ghosts.

N the year 1906 the English- 
speaking world Had a: most cur- 
fous experience. Charlea Dick- 

" @ns seemed to somo to have 

come to life, and written and pub- 

, lished a novel which in* some re- 
spects was greater than any ho had 
published in life, because moro yen- 
fal, more bopeful, more real, less a 
caricature. The name of the novel 
was “Joseph Vance; an Ti-writton 
It began with a 

scene in fron’, of a London bar of & 
which two men got into 

a hideous quarrel over a “‘hinsock” 
in a glass of beer. A vile beginning; 
but there was something In the nar- 
ration even of this episode, and 
especially in the deticately self-con- 
science reflections of the narrator as 
he went along, that secmed to fill all 
the room that one was in with a kind 
of mystic radiance. One read on in 
the book with perfect delight. Tho 
English-speaking world was hypno- 
tized by “Joseph Vance,” and though 
it violated every._supposed require- 










ment of the twentleth-century read-’/ 


,ing public, being rambling, inconse- 
quent, horribly “‘ilterary,” and 280,- 
000 words long, it sold by scores, 
perhaps hundreds, of thousands. Nat- 
urally people began to ask if it was 
written by Dickens’ ghost, 
Dickens’-chost enlighteried and 
spired by the reading meantime of 
Hardy, Meredith, Howells, 1nd 
James. And then the discovery was 
made that “Joseph Vance” was writ- 
ten by a man named William De 
Morgan, who was sixty-five years old 
when he wrote {t, having spent all 

! his life up to that time in ceramics, 
engineering, mechanical invention, 

‘and other unliterary pursuits. And 

| “Joseph Vance” was not an autobio- 

, graphy at’a,il but a pure work of 

| fancy, made real by observation, ex- 

i-perience, imagination. 

' After “Joseph Vance” came sev- 

, eral other books—exactly one a year, 
The reader, as he went on through 
“Alico for Shout,” “Somehow Good,” 
and “It Never Can Happen Again,” 
found himse'f getting somewhat too 
much of that’ delightful atmosphere 
of philosophic and psychic digree- 
sion. One bad the unugual expert- 
ence of “getting stuck” in a book 
that one Ilked. The reader ‘elt the 
necessity of living, for . the proper 
‘reading of these books, in a more 
contemplative and lelsurely age. 
They bad “missed their century,” as 
one misses a train. Reading thom 
was like becoming much interested 
in someone’s attempt to spin a 
thread finer and Gner until at last 
the thread breaks and all is over, 
Many Intelligent and cultivated pco- 
ple were unable to read them at all. 
“Joseph. Vance,” the first of the 
series, was far and away the best of 
the lot. At last, in 1910, came “An 
Affair of Dishonor,” whick was 
totally unlike the others, being episo- 
dical, full of happenings, unreflec- 
tive, but with a big Incidental mean- 
ing, which was against. war. This 
book proved that the author could 
write well {n more than one way. 
Somehow it left thé world rather 
coid, Yet the, present war has not 
yet produced @ story of a sen Oght 
that compares with the battle story 
in that. book, and probably will not 
produce one. 

William de Morgan, who wrote 
these novels, is dead now at seventy- 
elgbt. His fire bad burned brightly 
for a time, and dimmed again. He 
was himsejf a phenomenon; his 
books wero phenomenal, and requir- 
ed a phenomenon in the reader’s 

ind for their full apprectation.

by ours. We cannot yet tell whether,

they will really take a high placo 
English literature, because we can- 
not anticipate the verdict of poster- 
fty. But they ¢ontain many delights, 
much curious wisdom about men and

‘ HE famous column of 
Trajan, in the centre of 
eae Rome, which is familiar}, 
to everybody, bears an 
epitome in m-rble of his campaign 
for the subjugation of Roumanis,” 
gays William Eleroy .Curtis in 
“Around the: Black Sea.” “You will 
remember that it is covered with 
carvings, winding round it from top]. 
to bottom, like the colls of a ser- 
pent, which shows the progress of 


armies and battle scenes. These 
carved reliefs contain twenty-five 
bundred human figures and repre- 
sentations of hundreds of animals 
and other objects, and all of them 
relate to Roumania. Bees 
“Trajan left his legions in Rou- 
mania as a rampart st the bar- 
‘barians upon the north and east, and, 


notwithstanding the constant inva- 
sions of Avars, Huns, Goths, Tar- 
tars,. Mongols, Turks, and other 
hordes from Asia, their descendants 
have held their ground, and nothing 
fs dearer to them than thelr con- 
sciousness of Latin origin.

The peasants wear robes In 
jmitation of th.se of the ancient 
Roman warriors, with bells on their 
belts and sleeves, They stamp thelr 
feet on the ground ilke the North 
American Indians, and they shout In 
order to prevent Saturn from hearing 
the volce of the infant Jupiter, the 
future king of the gods. ‘The Ru- 
manian peasants bestow Latin names 
upon’ their children, and even upon 
their cattle.. A farmer will call his 
oxen after Cassius, Cesar, Brutus, 
Augustus, and Antbony, and the 
name of Trajan is as common as the 
name John with us, There are sev- 
eral traces of Trajan remaining. One 
of them is a bridge which he bullt 
to convey his army ,across the Da- 
nube in the year 104 A.D.” 

“The original inhabitants of the 
country were called Dacians. .. « 
About 325 B. C. Philip of Macedon 
invaded Dacia and laid slege to one 
of the towns. The great Grecian con- 
queror was about to give the signal 
for an assault upon the walls, when 
the gates opened and a long line of 
priests, clad in snow-white roves, 
with lyres in their hands, came forth 
and approached the Macedonian 
camp with songs of peace. Impress-

soldiers’ wives or other dependents spent their 
allowance from the government or the Patri- 
otic fund. 
We can see no more justification for sup- 
ervising the expenditures of soldiers’ wives or 
mothers than for examining the household eco- 
nomies of the local collector of. customs, the 
postmaster or the city clerk. 
The country enters into a contract with 
the soldier to pay him a certain daily wage 
/and an additional fund for the maintenance of 
swife or other dependents, in exchange‘ for ser- 
\. vices that the soldier is called upon to render 
When the service is rendered and the nioney 
paid over it ‘becomes absolutely the property of, 
' the soldier or his family. It is in no sense 
charity but money that is earned by the most 
exacting kind of service. Why then should the 
public “butt in?” ; 
In a general way, however, soldiers’ wives, 
as well as everybody else, should exercise 
strict economy at the present time. We are now 
enjoying a temporary and artificial prosperity, 
due to large borrowings abroad and the enor- 
mous expenditure of foreign money in Canada 
for supplies and munitions of war. <All this is 
transient and must end with the war. The kind 
of prosperity we are now experiencing is miich | 
-the same as that of the man who mortgages 
his property and has a big time fora while 
spending the proceeds. But we all know that 
principal and interest must be paid sooner or 
later or the mortgage will be foreclosed and 
the borrower forced out of his home. 
Few of the mechanics who are now recelv-} 
ing such inflated wages at munition factories, 
are saving any money. They are blowing it in, 
“gl just as merrily as if the five dollars or ten dollars 
a a day could go on forever. The end will come 
and there will again be soup-kitchens and re- 
sy lief organisations. This sort of inUividual is 
{ always with us and there seems little use of 
handing out “warnings or indulging in lectures: 
on the subject of thrift.

LOUIS RAEMAKERS.

Tie burning touch of human sym-|, 


pathy is the distinguishing spiritual 
quality of the cartoons of Louls Rac- 
makers, the famous Dutch artist. 
Most cartoonists put a premium on} 
two factors that count for little with 
Raemakers. These are the intellect- 
ual discernment that can translate 
into the terms. of the commonplace 
and the homely matters of big im- 
port, and their second task is to make 
this translation into « - comparison 
sufficiently bizarre and incongruous 
80 that our first respone« is a humor- 
ous acceptance of its meaning. But 
the laugh most frequently is a dis- 
missal of the object us a bit of clever 
fancy. Only now and then comes the 
after-shudder ata touch of satire 
that has penetrated helow thegintel- 
lectual skin. _ 

Raemakers, on the contrary, works 
for the preliminary shudder, and ff 
the laugh follows, it is like the mel- } 
ancholy mirth that greets the unbe-| 
coming quips of the gravedigger in 
“Hamiet.”” 

Sometimes, even, thix Dutch mas-| 
ter of the pencil is content to forego 
entirely his cartoonist’s prerogative 
of satire and rest his whole appeal on 
our emotions and our capacity for 
sentimental recoil from horror. Such 
are his depictions of the Belgian de- 
Portationxs and their results; the 
brutish German officers tearing the 
father from the thin and beseeching 
arms of wife and children; another 
Belgian father in a munitions factory, 
turning shells on a lathe and = = mur- 
tmouring in hollow-cyed  refiection, 
“Perbaps thix one wiil kill my boy, 
on the Yser." 

Even his -cartoonist’x fancy moves 
within narrow limits, never far away 
from the fiercely surdonic: the skele- 
ton reaper, the kalzer writhing in the 
torments of hell, death draining a 
bloody beaker In toast to civilization. 
The kalser in the guise of a cut- 
throat or a butcher ig another favor- 
Ite subject that appears with many 
Variations. 

Raemakers, living in Holland, a 
witness to the German éutrages In 
Belgium, responding with his senai- 
tive artist’s soul to the Lusitania 
Massacre, and other German acts ; 
that have amazed the neutral world, 
has devoted his heart and his pencil! 
with unreserved fervor to the cause 
of the Allies. Germuny as the apostle 
of darkness and humanily’s protest 
against ber is his consiantly recur- 
ring theme, 

As an artist Raemakers produces 
his effects with fow tneans. Simpll- 
city of line, subordination of back- 
ground to the message’ of the fore- 
ground figures are of the technic he | 
shares with other followers of his 
profession, His power of vivid char- 
acterizing, of exargeration of buman 
passion as it reveals itself through 
physical appearunce are what Indi- 
vidualize hia work with the indelible 
traces of senlus. 

Raemakers’ cartoons have been ex- 
hibited all over this country and the 
Test of the world. Readers of 30 dif- 
ferent tongues ave been_sshown 
them, The pictorial illuminator of 
an immense historical event, his 
work bas probably re€eived a world- 
wide acclaim that would not other- 
wise have been his. It is rarely the 
privilege of a cartoonist to shape the 
sentiments of go considerable a sec- 
tion of humanity as has been the lot 
of Raemakers, 
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Sermons at War Prices,

Remarkable details concerning the 
trial trip of a new Italian warship 
have been published in the Itallan 
press, from which if’ appears that tho 
vesse], which is fitted with ol} en- 
sines, is capable of covering over 
one hundred miles an hour when tra- 
veling at full speed.

At a station on a railway some- 
where in Australia the stationmaster 
owns a little dog, known as an Aus- 
tralian terrier.

A ecullar Region. 

It is a truism to say that the 
Isthmus of Panama {s the strategic 
key to the’ zoological relations of 
North and South America, and yet it 
fs not necessarily so, as other lines 
of communication might conceivably 
have been established, . So far as our 
knowledge extends, however, the 
geographical events in the history of 
the isthmus dominated the biological 
inter-relations of the continen:s 
which it now unites. When tke 
isthmus was submerged South Am- 
erica was in a state of nearly or quite 
isolation and developed a highly 
pecullar fguna, few elements of 
which were shared with any othor 
continent, and which was as unique 
in its way, though on a higher plane, 
as is tho Australian, It was, so to 
speak, a highly interesting experi- 
ment in evolution; a great continent 
with varied climate and a great di- 
versity of coz itions, mountains, and 
valleys, forests, and open plains, left 
through long iges entirely to its own 
resources, was the closed arena of 
rapid development divergent from 
the rest of the world, The result is 
plainly obvious now. ‘Though. the 
elevation of Contral America and the 
isthmus into land joined -Notogaen 
with the northern continent and the 
way of migration thus opened, led 
to an extensive infusion of northern 
elements In the southern 
South America still remains, 
Australia, the most peculiar region 
of she earth.—Professor W. B. Scott 
in Science,

Corn 
traders without employment, farmers 
living in town, barbers who were ua-" 
successful im their proper calling and 
many others ‘suddenly discovered 
that their true vocation lay in mang- 
facturing food. 

“Their factory often: consists of a 
cooking pot, their .tapital.a few. 
marks and some very qui ble 
recipes. One of the principal items.” = 
to which these manufacturers turned ~~ 
their attention was soup tablets. 
They called them ‘meat extract tab- 
lets,’ and they are most pernicious 
things. The Government | had, al- 
ready laid down the ruje that tablets 
with thia- name must contain at least — 
7% per cent. of meat extract, but 
the rule has not been observed. In 
many cases as much as 97 per cent. 
of cooking salt has been found fn 
these tablets. _The remaining 3 per 
cane shows traces of coloring mat- 

“Another weird mixture is known 
as ‘beef soup.’/*it is in the shape of 
powder and is carefully done up ia. 
pretty little cardboard packets. © An- 
alysis shows it contains wheat flour, 
salt, some sticky substance, and a 
alight pinch of meat extract. 3 

“Another powder is sold exten- ~ 
sively under the name of Liptau 
cheese. It is a coarse red powder 
which consists of 70 per cent. salt, 
30 per cent. red pepper, caraway ~ 
seed, butter and acid, the latter in- 
gredient giving the whole a smell 
resembling cheese dumpling. It is — 
sold in two packets, -one containing 
salt and dried vegetable powder, the 
other a salty four mixture. 

“Equally unsatisfactory Is the re- — 
sult of an analysis of a substance - 
sold under the fascinating name of 
‘citizen's coup pot.’ It fetches a high 
price and js mostly powdered bran 
with a little meat flavoring. The cost 
price, including the can in which it 
{s tastefully packed, is about foar— 
cents. 

“Another field’in which there fs © 
swindling on a gigantic scale is the 
fabrication of pudding powder. Here © 
the main ingredient {is potato meal. 
There are lemon, almond, and rasp- “© 
berry pudding powders, all made of 
potato meal with a little coloring. 
Neither taste nor odor of lemons, al- ~ 
monds, or raspberry can be traced. 
Little bags of this stuff are sold at 
10 cents each, containing an ounce 
or two of meal and a fraction of an) 
ounce of a suvstitute for milk ex- 
‘tract. 

“In thif way also cream powder, 
lemon cream, and other delicactes 
are manufactured. Sometimes maize 
flour is mixed with the potato flour, _ 
but in these cases up go the prices — 
from 60 to 100 per cent. The ma- 
terials used cost about 48 cents a 
pound. In the shape of ‘cream’ or © 
‘pudding’ about $3 is recetred for — 
them. Finally, there is a pepper 
substitute, an extraordinary mixture’ 
made of worthless substances,”” 

Dr. Fendler in conclusion thinks 
that German women have a wide

The despatches telling that St. 
Winifred'’s well, In Holywell, Flint- 
shire, Wales, has gone dry observo 
that it had been flowing “from tims 
immemorial,” but legend is mora 
specific as to the date of its origin. 
Winifred, or Winefride as she is 
known in the Roman Catholic 
Church, or Guenovra as sho was cail- 
ed until the conquest of Wales, was. 
born about 600 A.D, Her uncle, St. 
Beuno, bullt a monastery [in Flint- 
shire, wherb ‘he girl lived with her 
father, Thevit, a Cambrian magnate. 

Caradoc, son of a nelghboring 
prince, tried to carry off Winifred. 
She fied toward her uncle's church, 
but the wicked youth overtook her 
on the slope above the site of the 
present well and with his sword cut 
off her head. The head rolled down 
the incline and where it rested there 
gushed the spring. St. Beuno left 
the altar, returned the head to the 
body and covered them with his 
cloak. After mass he removed the 
cloak and Winifred was as well as 
ever, except for a thin white circlo 
around her neck. Presently .Cara- 
doc fell dead where he stood insol- 
ently leaning upon his sword, and it 
was the popular belief in Wales that 
the earth opened and swallowed him.

Japan's Harvest Ceremony. 

The Nilname Sal or second harvest 
festival of the Japanese year was 
held with Shinto ceromonies at the 
Imperial Palace, Tokio, on November 
33. Two ceremonies of exactly the 
Bame program were observed, one at 
6.40 o'clock in tho afternoon and one 
at midnight. The Emperor attended 
both. The ceremonies, says tho 
Japan Advertiser, were held at the 
shrine called 3hinden, which was 42- 
corated for the asion by tho court 
ritualists, 

The ritualists and masters of cere- 
monies, cabinet ministers, generals, 
and admirals and many other Gov- 
ernment officers, civil and military, 
were present at the-shrine by 5.40 
o'clock, Prince Mujo, chief ritualist, 
Tread an address, announcing tho be- 
ginning of the day’s ceremonies, At 
6 o'clock his Majesty, accompanied 
by his suite, appeared in Shinto cos- 
tume. While the rituallsts were 
playing music, his Majesty made of- 
ferings at the altar and read an ad- 
dress. With ‘ho spirits of the Im- 
perial ancestors at the shrine he ato 
the new rice of the year. Then he 
withdrew the offerings. His Majosty 
soon retired to his palace. 

The Cabinet Ministers and others 
who were present paid their respects 
at the shrine. 

The ceremony at midnight was 
conducted In the samo manner as the 
first one. It was not finished «ntil 
3 o'clock in ‘he morning. 

Invitations to seven banquets In 
honor of the proclamation of the 
Crown Prince were issued late Jast 
month from tho Imperial Palace, 
Tokio, the Orst to.take place on No- 
vember 27 ard the last on December 
4. All the dignitaries of the realm 
were Invited according to grade.— 
East and West News.

ABOUT “OLD MADRID.” - 


History of ‘Bpatish Capital Covers a 





Thousand Years. 

Madrid, which, as one of the few 
great neutrs] capitals of Europe, 
often figures prominently In the.news 
of the day, Is not a city of great an- 
tiquity. Many efforts, it is true, 
have been made to trace its history, 
back Into classical times, and even 
beyond, but the first authentic men- 
tion of the towrgoccurs in the Arab 
chronicle, and this doea not carry 
one back farther than the first talf 
of the tenth century. The place was, 
of course, occupied by the ~ Moors 
-when they were the dominant power 
in' Spain, but was Onally taken ‘rom 
them py Alfonso VI. in 1083, Henry 
LY. Used it as a hunting seat, but it 
did not attain any Importance until 
the reign of Charles V. who made St 


to visit it occasionally. It was in 
the reign of Philip II. that, at last, it 
attained to the dignity of a capital 
city, He created it-his capital and 
unica corte, or only court, In 1560, 
and it has remained the capital « of 
Spain ever since, in spite of occa- 
sional efforts, on the part of suniry 
kings, to transfer the Government to 
Villadolid and Seville, 

The most ineffaceable memory 
which the travellers carries away 
with bim from Madrid is the dust. 
Bullt on an undulating: plateau of 
sand and clay, which is bounded on 
the north by the Slerra Guadarama, 
and gradually slopes downwards on 
all other sides into the barren and 
treeless tableland of New Castile, the 
dust of Madrid Is one of its insistent 
features, Tho true inhabitant 
grumbles over. it, uses caustic pro- 
‘Verbs regarding it, bet seldom thinks 
of moving away from it. Indeed, few 
cities In Europe have grown ‘more 
rapidly during the past three decades 
than Madrid, and although it is to- 
day surpassed in commerce by Bar- 
celona, it is nonc the less the largest 
elty in Spain. Its population of 
nearly 900,000 !s more than double 
what it was forty years ago. 

Madrid proper, that is, old Madrid, 
exclusive of the modern suburbs, is 
almost a square. At one time it was 
surrounded by a wall, built partly of 
earth and partly of brick, a sorry | 
structure in many respects, which} 
was pierced by five principal gates, 
or puertas and about eleven door- 
ways or portiios. All of these, save 
three, have disappeared, though the 
name of the cast gate In perpetuated 
in that of.the largest of the many 
Plazas of Madrid, the Puerta del Sol. 
The original Puerta del Sol, that is, 
the gate of thut name, had on Its 
front a represemtation of the sun, 
hence the name. The great plaza is 
one of the centres of Madrid activi- 


ties, and from it radiate the ten 
principal streets of the city. Old 
Madrid bas preserved many of its 


traits of architecture and, many of its 
traditions; but in the new suburbs 
the town planning found in’all new 
European towns prevails, with broad 
streets, squares, villas sometimes 
surrounded by gardens, and boule- 
vards lined with trees. 


lar contrast with the rest of Spain. 
Few cities nave more fully develop- 
ed their tramway systems, their gas 
and electric lighting, and their tele- 
Phone service, and the modern path 
is pursued also in the matter of mu- 
nicipal government. Aa to buildings, 
Madrid possesses; no great architec- 
tural feature. The royal palace, on 
the rising ground overlooking the 
often almost dry bed of the Man- 
zanares, is the most important. Built 
on the site of the old Moorish citadel, 
the Alcazar, jt was begun under 
Philip V..in 17537, by the Itallan 
architect, Sarchetti, and tnished in 
1764, During the past twenty years 
or so, the Industries of Madrid have 
developed extraordinarily, and the 
workers of the town nowadays san 
make most things, from a pocket- 
book to a petroleum tank.

Solemn Declaration That Rights on Seas Must Be Upheld 
—Extra Session Many Be Forced. 








WASHINGTON, Feb. 26—President Wilson today took the 
inevitable step and asked congress for authority to use the for- 
ces of the United States to protect American ships and lives a- 
gainst the German submarine menace—to put the nation in a 
state of armed neutrality. : 

The immediate response ‘vas the introduction In the house 
of-a bill, approved in advance by the president, empowering him 
to furnish guns and gunners to American merchantmen, and to 
“employ such other instrumentalities and methods” as may be- 
come necessary and providing for a $100,000,000 bond issue to| 
be used in his discretion for war insurance to encourage Ameri- 
can commefce to brave the submarine peril. The bill may be 
brought up in the house tomorrow with special rules for its 
immediate.consideration. ier 

A similar bill will be considered tomorrow by the senate

The president’s long-expected action, while received in the 
|main with expressions of support, threatens ta force an extra 
session of congress. ; 

Republicans, disinclined to grant blanket authority while 
congress is in recess, give evidence of opposing the legislation

A Scotch clergyman, Alesandcr For- 
sythe, was responsible for the next big 
advance, the percussion cap, which be

Bifiing also is very old. Gaspard 
Koller of Vienna and August Kotter of

Most of the Oghting up to 1830 was 
done with smoothbores, cven Napo- 
leon discarding the rifle.

Winchester. an Amcrican, invented 
one of the first successful repeating 
rifles, and the Turks used tbem against 
the Russians in 1877. “Then all the 
great military powers began rearming 
their troops ‘ith smal} caliber repeat- 
ers. using high power smokeless. pow- 
der. One of the best is our own Spring- 
field rife 

No one need wonder what the weap- 
on of the near future will be. All war 
departments of the world are cagerly 
searching for the perfected automatic 
rife. which will be a terrible weapon 
indeed—a miniature machine gun.

A pacifist before 

the war, he is suspected of + having 

been pro-German since, and his 

death, which fs sald to have occurred 

ac the home of Prince Youssoupoff, 

the centre of what has been called 

“the English Influence’ in Russia, 

indicates that he was made away 

with for his pro-German activities. ; 
| Rasputin owed his tremendous 

Prestige to an uncanny compound of 
animalism and spiritualism.  Per- 

sonal magnetism he must have pos- 

sessed to a remarkable degree. He 

looked like a dirty and unkempt 

Svengali, It was not for his pulch- 
i Fitude, that so many Russian women 

fell {In love with him. It was due to, 
gifts as a hypnotist that he owed 

much of bis success. Although un 

able to read or write, so it is sald, he 

was & man of great suavity of man- 

ner, with a soothing, even stupefying, 

kind of voice. It was with women 

that he exerted the most influence. 

First regarding him as a_ sort of 

freak, they came gradually under hia 

influence, and through the women he 

Teached the men. it was through 

the Czarina and her daughters, it is 

sald, that he came to be rewarded by 

the Czar as a seer and statesman. 

It is some twelve years ago since 
Rasputin, coming unheralded from 
Siberia, made his‘entrance to Petro- 
grad.. Some society women in a fit 
of boredom invited him to give an 
address upon the proposed revival of 
a’ sect of flagellants. Tho stnking 
appearance of the man and the abil- 
ity with which he~ presented his 
theories attracted attention, and he 
was Invited to speak to a still more 
select gathering, In the second 
audionce was the Czar incognito. He 
impressed Nicholas, and later on was 
commanded to speak at the Winter 
Palace. About this time an illness 
on the part of some member of the 
toyal family gave the monk an op-- 
portunity to display his wonderful 
gifts as a healer, and thus he fur- 
ther deepened the Impression ho had 
made. What happens in palaces is 
almost always a matter of gossip and 
not of evidence, but it is said that 
the monk {n time came to have an 
absolutely controlling influence with 
the Czar, partly due to his innxta 
sbrewdness, ;artly to his magnetism, 
and partfy to the palace superstition 
that as a healer he had supernatural 
aifts. 

He beeame an attache or attend- 
G@nt at the Palace, and when the 
royal household made a joufney he 
was always in the entourage, except 
on one occgeion, when he had been 
left behind and the Czarevitch took 
ill. Rasputin was summoned by 
special train, and the heir to the 
throne of Russla recovered almost as 
soon as the monk reached bis room. 
Whether this was due to the skill of 
the healer or to other causes nobody 
can say, but the Incident undoubted- 
ly increased the man's prestige, al- 
ready grown to overweening propor- 
tions. He had come to be regarded 
by the Ruasian ministers and states- 
men as an autnority with Nicholas. It 
is sald that he made and unmade the- 
Czar’s advisers. He was a foe to de- 
mocracy, but whether he frankly 
urged the Czar to greater absolutism , 
or whether he used Ruasian_pollti- 
clans to further these views nobody 
knows. Ina Duma debate we find 
the Liberal leader saying: “Tho 
highest affairs aro settled in the 
highest sphere by an obscure charla- 
tan.” 

A month or so before the war 
broke out, Rasputin was stabbed by 
a woman in «# Siberian city. When 
arrested the would-be assassin said 
that she had sought to put an end 
to a career that was a curse to Rus- 
sia, to kill a man who, under the 
cloak of religion, had ruined hun- 
dreds of women and who was a men- 
ace to society. It was reported then 
that the monk had dled of His in- 
Juries, but this news proved false, 
and In a few weeks he was rostored 
to health and again in Petrograd. 
What bis Influence has been since the 
war began nobdy can say, or rather 
nobody docs say who knows. He is 
auspe*ted of being pro-German iand 
to hi~e used his Influence consist- 
ently In favor of Russia concluding a 
separate peace. Nevertheless, he fs 
credited with having been largely 
responsible for the Imperial ‘edict 
abollshing vudka while the war lasts, 
and some probibitionists must there- 
fore be doubtful whether to lament 
his death or find ground for satisfac- 
tion In, it. However, since the man 
exercised whatever influence he had 
ip aQ unconstitutional or utlemocra- 
y, the fact that he has been re-

Uon of Bapaume, which has been the 
key to the German position since the 
beginning of the battle of the Somme. 
The points which already have fallen 
into the British hands have stood out 
in,the history of the fighting on this 
front and had been most stubbornly 
defended. Only a week ago, when 
the British attacked on a two-mile 
frodt east and south of Miraumont 
and Pys, the German resistance was 
bitter and the high ground desired 
Was won only after desperate hand- 
to-hand encounters and the taking of 
more than 800 German prisoners. 

The British had been waiting for 
a clearing of the foggy weather be- 
fore pressing the advance, but mean- 
time it {s apparent that the German 
high command decided to retire with- 
out any further fighting to stronger 
positions prepared well to the rear. 
Friday. night fires were observed in 
the German front line trenches. They 
were only dimly visible through the 
thick mist of the particularly black 
night, but it was discovered that the 
flames issued from burning dugouts. 
Patrols sent forward reported the 
evacuation of the German outposts. 
Similar reports came from north of 
the Ancre, and by nightfall Saturday 
the British had established them- 
selves in Petit Miraumont and ad- 
vanced all along the line, mecting 
only with sniping resistance here 
and there. To-day, the British patrols 
pressed forward, keeping in close 
contact with the Germans, who had 
retreated a further 2,000 yards dur- 
ing the night. Thus the way was 
opened to the ground which for 
months had been contested. 

There were bursts of stiff resist- 
ance from 
parties, which had been scattered In 
the rear of the retiring columns. 
Early to-day a big mine was explod- 
ed In the main street of Miraumont 
just before the British advanced pat- 
rols entered. y 

It is evident now tbat the Ger- 
mans, taking advantage of the last 
days of the recent heavy frost and 
hard ground, moved a great many of 
their guns well to the rear, leaving 
others forward to keep up a show of 
resistance. This they bad been yal- 
fantly dolng for-the past three or 
four days, firing more. rounds than 
any German guns in recent months. 
The reason for this is considered pro- 
bably a desire to shoot up stores of 
ammunition which ‘there was not

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—What 
threatened to become an issue be- 
tween Sweden and Great Britain has

KUT-EL-AMARA TAKEN 


Turks Now in Full Retreat To- 
wards Baghailah. 








Powerful Lines of Trenches Were 
Captured by the British, nnd the 
Enemy Had to Give Up the Posi- 
tion Taken by Them ‘Las€ Spring 
—1,730 Prisoners Fell Into Brit- 
ish Hands. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—Kut-el-Amara 
has been captvred from the Turks by 
the British forces, according to a 
statement made “in the House of 
Commons Monday by Andrew Bonar 
Law, member of the British War 
Council. % 

Mr, Bonar Law announced that as 
a result of the operations on the 
Tigris River front all of the Turkish | 
positions from Sannayat to Kit-el- 
Amara have been secured, and that |- 
the town of Kut-el-Amara automati- 
cally passed into the hands of the 
British, ss 

The Turks are In full retréat to- 
ward Baghailah, 24 miles to the west 
of, Kut-el-Amara, says an official 
statement issued Monday by the Brit-; 
ish War Dep rtment. The fleeing} 
Turks are being engaged by pursuing | 
British cavalry. | 

The following official communica- 
tion was issued Sunday: / 

“The southern portion of the San- 
nalyat position captured in the first 
assault Thursday consisted of two 
lines of trenches on a frontage of 450 
yards and to a depth of 100 yards, 
The Turks delivered six counter-at- 
tacks, but, although ore of them was 
temporarily successful, we secured 
and consolidated all our gains. 

“On the afternoon of Thursday a 
further assault was launched against 
the Turkish first and second lines to 
the north, and in prolongation of 





‘ those secured in-the. morning, and 
‘our whole objective was 


gained. 
Heavy Turkish-counter-attacks ase: 
ut 
we finally consolidated our gains 
and at the end of the day the first 
two lines of trenches on a front of 
$00 yards were firmly in our hands. 
“These operations, having drawn 
the encmy’s attention in the direc- 
tion of Sannalyat, it ‘appeared 9pos- 
alble that a crossing of the Tigris 
might be effected at’the Sbhumran 
bend. Therefore, just before day- 
break Friday, the first coveriag par- 
tles were ferried across, foliowed at 
intervals througbout the day by 
other parties. These coverers firmly 
established themselves on the left 
bank, securing the landing and tak- 
ing many prisoners. Immediately 
landings were secured and suflicient 
clearance was obtained, the construc- 
tion of a bridge was commenced and 
completed in nine hours, and by 
nightfall the position on the left bank 
was secured and sonsoliduted. 
“The Turks offered stubborn re- 
sistance to our progress in the Shum- 
ran Peninsula, but, thanks to the effi- 
‘ clent disposition and handling of our
